(London -Spectator.) 


The untrained, tolg man will beat 


the untrained little man at fistkiuffs 
or in a wrestling match, but in 
trained armies weight tells for very 
little. 
So Jong as their armies were 


recruited from the cities and villages 
of Italy, the small-limbed Romans 
defeat&d the large-limbed Germans in 
almost every encounter, and this, al- 
though the men of tfhe forest -were 
hunters, lived in the open air, and 
ate, it is always assumed, quantities 
of meat. 
The Wiry little Roman 


who took blows from a vine stock 
from 3iis own officer must h'ave been 
one of the best soldiers who ever 
lived. 
It was after Rome had en- 


listed the big barbarians in scores of 
thousands that her standards went 
back in battle. 
The sligflit and pal- 


lid Saracen drove the .picked soldiers 
of Europe out of Palestine. If armor 
is any test, the heroes of the Middle 
Ages were comparatively little men. 
Of the men who fought at Jena, the 
Frenchmen were probably by 10 per 
•cent the smaller, yet German, Pom- 
er&nian, and Pole alike receded before 
their charge. 


There are probably no such men in

WHY AN ABC LIGHT HISSES. 


The arc light 
comes 
from the 


points of two carbon rods placed ver- 
tically, one above the other. In the 
ordinary combustion 
the carbon u 


sometimes melting, the state of the 
arc crater being such that the top of 
the solid carbon below is covered 
with a film of liquid carbon 
just 


evaporating off, as it were, says the 
Philadelphia Kecord. 


But when the light hisses a very 


different state of things exists, foi 
the liquid carbon is then boiling nnd 
the hissing sound may be compa^cc! 
to that made by boiling watei. 


An electrical expert says that u 


you watch a short hissing arc you 
will see a column of light concen- 
trating itself on a narrow spot This 
spot keeps moving about, being very 
unstable in position, as well as in 
the volume of light that it gives out. 
The crater surface, after the arc has 
been hissing, is found to be literally 
honeycombed, and while the hissing- 
goes on you can see little bits being 
thrown out. The difference between 
a silent arc and a hissing one, he 
says, is much, the same as that be- 
tween quiet evaporation and a noisy 
boiling.

The chemical composition is* 58 per 
cent, of starchy substance, 19 per 
cent, nitrogenous, 10 per cent water, 
6 per cent oily, 4 per cent cellulose 
snibstance and 3 per cent ashes. It 
will be seen that two pounds of these 
beans would supply the daily re- 
quirements of the human system,

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JUDGE TANEY'S DECISION 


The World-Wide Judgment of 


One of the Greatest of Ameri- 
can Jurists, 


**•*•••••••«*••*•••••**«** 


(Case and Comment.) 


President Jackson, with the private 


approval of Chief Justice Marshall, 
nominated Taney for an associate 
justice of the supreme court in Janu- 
ary, 1835, but (on account of his 
course as United States attorney gen- 
eral in advising President Jackson 
•against the United States bank and 
the consequent distress) the senate 
indefinitely postponed action upon 
the nomination, 
The chief justice 


died during that year, and on De- 
cember 38 the president nominated 
Taney for chief Justice. 
Vehement 


opposition by Clay, Webster and 
others was made, but the nomination 
was confirmed by fourteen majority 
on March 15, 1836, 


TQie decisions with which Chief 


Justice Taney's name is most com- 
monly associated are those which had 
to do with the great and exciting 
questions of slavery. It was during 
his career as chief justice that the 
decisions in favor of the fugitive 
slave law was rendered, 
The most 


famous decision with which he had 
to do was that in the Bred Scott case, 
which doubtless indirectly contrib- 
uted very greatly to the marshaling 
of forcer for the "irrepressible con- 
flict." The statement in his opinion 
of the long-existing idea that ne- 
groes had no rights that white men 
were bound to respect was widely 
misrepresented as being an expres- 
sion of his own sentiment. Through- 
out tihe north public opinion was so 
overwhelming against h'im, and was 
so stmed by unjust and unfair op- 
ponents, bhat he came to foe regarded 
as a reprobate. After the civil war 


application was made to him 


at chambers in Baltimore for the dis- 
charge of a citizen from 
military 


custody by a writ of habeas corpus. 
The writ was granted and was re- 
turned served, but the officer declined 
to produce the prisoner on the ground 
that he was held upon a charge of 
treason, and that the president of the 
United States had authorized the" sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus 
for the public safety. Thereupon the 
aged but intrepid chief justice is- 
sued an attachment against the com- 
manding general for contempt, fully 
realizing the possible consequences 
to himself. 


The chief justice was spared any 


further Ivumiiliation than the demon- 
stration of the impotency of his writ, 
as the rmarshal was refused admis- 
sion at the gate of the fort, so that 
he could not serve the writ. 
The 


•chief justice then proceeded to de- 
clare that the president had no con- 
stitutional right to suspend tihe writ 
and the officer had no right to hold 
his prisoner dn defiance of the civil 
authority. In all these matters it is 
now in these calmer times readily 
conceded the chief justice did his 
•duty conscientiously, as he saw it. 
His decisions were by no means re- 
stricted to cases wdth political tinge. 
While he was chief justice a great 
number of cases were decided on 
every kind of questions, from m&tteis 
of commercial law to matters of ad- 
miralty. In all these questions he is 
conceded to have been a great judge, 
As has sometimes .been said, he was 
greater as a judge than as a states- 
man. 


It is interesting to know that, 


while he conscientiously upheld the 
legal rights of the slave owners as he 
understood them, he manumitted his 
own slaves and provided for the aged 
among them, and it has been said 
that he "would wait at the door of 
the confessional among a crowd of 
negroes, refusing to enter be-fore his 
turn." It is not too much to say that 
in these days public opinion, at least 
•among the members of the legal pro- 
fession who know most of his career, 
has come to recognize th'at, whatever 
the soundness or unsoundness of his 
opinions growing out of slavery may 
have been, he was not only a great

A GOOD BOABS MISSION. 


Mr. Jffartin Dodge, chief of the good 


roads division of the department of 
agriculture, is away for several weeks 
on an interesting mission, says- the 
Washington Post. 
He and Mr. 


Charles' T. Harrison, an expert from 
the same office, have gone witfb the 
Illinois Central's good reacts train on 
a 5,000-mile trip from Chicago to 
New Orleans and return. 
The train 


goes under the auspices1 of the Na- 
tional Good Koads association, and 
the Illinois Central only contributes 
the use of the -cars and locDmotives 
and the necess&ry men 'to operate 
them. 


The train, which is now en route, 


will make a few stops 'on the way to 
New Orleans at various towns, where 
a sample of good roads will be con- 
structed for the benefit of the adja- 
cent farmers. 
The length of these 


sample roads -will be all the way from 
a half mile to a mile, but stops are 
made and 
xoadis constructed, 'only 


where the residents of a town are 
willing to contiibiite something to- 
ward the expense, usually about $1,- 
000. 
This money is used toward 


paying the laborers and also toward 
expenses for a convention -of instruc- 
tion, which is- held at all these stop- 
ping places. 


The return to Chicago will, it is 


expected, be the latter part of June, 
and between now and that time the 
train is expected to stop at fifteen or 
twenty towns and cities. 
The stops 


are of two or three days' duration. 
The train carries a number of skilled 
instructors and experts in the con- 
struction of good roads, including, as 
already stated, Chief Dodge -and Mr. 
Harrison, from the department of 
'agriculture. 


A similar project on a nrnch larger 


scale will be attempted in a few 
weeks later, according to plans now 
in preparation. 
State Senator H. <S. 


Barle, of Michigan, will start a good 
Toads trainj which he intends shall 
visit every state in the Union, Chief 
Dod'ge will accompany that expedi- 
tion. 


An enterprise of like character was 


undertaken about four years -ago by 
the Seaboard Air Line railroad, run- 
ning down through the 'southern 
states from this fcity. 
The project 


was much, broader in scope, and was 
styled an industrial school, intend-ed 
to instruct the farmers in various 
branches of agriculture. 
Numerous 


agricultural experts went along with 
the train, which consisted of several 
cars; but the most important feature 
of the industrial school was the good 
roads department. 
It consisted of 


two complete sets of road-making 
machinery, rock crushers, distribut- 
ing 'cars, rollers, road machines, en- 
gines, shovels, scrapers- and the like. 
The Seaboard line's project was not 
entirely successful, because of the 
contracted sphere of operations and 
for other reasons. 


The Illinois 'Central's train, how- 


ever, is reported to be very popular 
down through the Mississippi valley* 
and the residents of towns along the 
route welcome it enthusiastically. 
The train consists 'of twelve cars, 
fitted up complete for road imkhi? 
Great interest in tine trip is being 
evinced at every place included in thp 
itineiary.

800,000; today -out of a total con- 
sumption of 1.500,000 tons our re- 
fineries supply only 600,000 tons. 
In 1884 we refined 80 per cent of the 
total consumption. 
Had we kept 


that proportion we should now be re- 
fining 1,200,000 tons a year,

In a kind and brotherly way "Mr. 


Creagin talked with his men, and said 
he would like to show them in a prac- 
tical way what the truths of Chris- 
tianity were, His plan was that for 15 
minutes every morning there would 
be a talk on some practical Bible 
truth by a minister. The following1 


Monday a well-known minister in the 
city took his place at seven o'clock in 
a long room of the factory where all 
the men were assembled and spoke 
upon -the subject: "Things to Think 
About." Every man paid close atten- 
tion. There was no exhortation, no 
pleading, only a plain Gospel talk. At 
a quarter past seven the factory 
wheels were set in motion and every 
man went-to his place. 


Every morning since then—and that 


was several mouths ago—at "the blow- 
ing of the whistle, the men gather in 
the large room. The minister has 
never been late, and no employe has 
ever been late at the early service. 
Every man is paid at his regular wage 
rate for the time he piits in listening 
to the morning address. The minis- 
ter, also, is on the factory payroll, and 
every week receives a check from Mr. 
Creag-in for his services. 


The experiment has been very suc- 


cessful. 
The object Mr. Creagin had 


in view has been accomplished, viz.: 
To clear 'the minds of the men from 
false premises, and set them thinking 
aright. 


One thing- more Mr. Creagin has 


established, that is, the total absti- 
nence pledge. Almost every man in 
his employ has signed a pledge and 
has kept it. 
When it is taken, Ihe 


"token dollar" is handed to the signer 
of the pledge, and -that 
particular 


and identical dollar h kept in a safe 
place and regarded as a sign of the 
faith their employer reposes in his 
men. 
The pledge is as follows:

AT 


BINKLE EXPIEED 


TODAY. 


One of the Victims of Wednesday's 


Accident Succumbs to His Injur- 


ies—Other Mortuary Matters. 


After 
a heroic battle for life, 


Charles J. Dinkle, one of the victims 
of Wednesday's accident, died at 
Hope hospital at 11:45 o'clock this 
morning. 
Dinkel was a carpenter, 


and together with a fellow workman, 
Robert Beuchel, was precipitated a 
distance of thirty-five -feet by the 
breaking of a scaffold at the Bayer 
building, just before noon on Wed- 
nesday, 


The unfortunate man's back was 


broken and he sustained internal in- 
jmies of a severe character, and it 
has been realized from the first that 
his case was almost hopeless. Yet 
with a vitality that was marvelous, 
the injured man for three days made 
a heroic struggle against the over- 
whelming odds, He was completely 
paralyzed 'below the point of the 
spinal fracture and had gradually 
grown weaker from hour to hour, 


Mr. Dinkel was about 4-0 years of 


age and resided at No. 1 Victoria 
avenue. The widow and several chil- 
dren survive him. The deceased was

William Allen Woods was fooin

He was admitted to the bar 
of the Giant circuit court in 183S 


MOVES TO aO&HE'K. 


He then went to Goshen, Ind., and 


there, on March IT, 1862, opened 
law offlce. 
For two years or more 


he had little to do but read, but 
that he 'did assiduously, and theie- 
after had a good and increasing prac- 
tice. 
In 1867 he was a member o. 


the state legislature, and introduced 
and pushed to passage a number of 
measures, by one of which a new

judge and by reason of "being tih' 
oldest in commission of the circuit 
judges since the resignation of Judg< 
Gresham, has been the presiding 
judge. 


On the federal bench he has dealt 


with, many important cases some of 
which, like the tally sheet case, ths 
Dudley case, the world's fair Sunday 
opening case and'H&e Debs case, have 
been the subjectl of tfide comment 
and discussion.

SANE MEN ABE CONFINED IN 


CENTRAL ASYLUM. 


AN 
INDIANAPOLIS 
INSTANCE, 


A FOUL CONSPIRACY FOE FEES 


IS ALLEGED, 


WHAT DR. FLETCHER SAYS 


CITES FO&T WAYNE INCIDENT 


TO ILLUSTRATE. 


Indianapolis, 
June 
29,~What 


looks like a conspiracy to send sane 
men -to insane asylums for the sake 
of the fees is said to have heen un- 
oaitthed he-re. 
John &oss, an em- 


ploye of Kingan's 
packing1 house, 


whom his fellow workmen declare to 
be perfectly sane, was taken from 
his work a fetw days ago', cariied be- 
fore a lunacy commission, adjudged 
insane and sent to the central hos- 
pital. 


The secrecy that attended the Rosr. 


case led to an investigation, whirh 
shewed that in nearly every case of 
the kind the same witnesses appear 
the same justice acts and the same 
rphysicians give the testimony OB 
which the person in custody is de- 
clared a lunatic. 


Boss' fellow employes are prepar- 


ing to demand his release. 


Since January 1 one justice of the 


peace has leceived over $800 from 
the county for presiding- at such in- 
quests, and a dozen "witnesses have 
averaged from $35 to $90 for their 
attendance. 
The majority of the 


commitments are made without giv- 
ing the accused peison a hearing or 
having him present. 
The law is be- 


ing violntecl in several particulars 
and the attorney general now has the 
sufbjec't under consideration. 


Dr. W. B. Fletcher, who is an in- 


sanity e::peit, declaies that thp phy- 
sicians called ane not experts, and 
that the matter of declaring people 
insane is commercialism, pur* and 
simple. 
He says that the oldest and 


most reputable practitioners in the 
city are not called in such cases. 


"I knew nothing -of the case of the 


Kingan employe, who has been the 
subject of an insanity inquest," said 
Dr. Fletcher, "except what I have 
seen in the newspapers. 
I can, 


however, recall metre than fifty cases 
equally outrageous committed in this 
city. 
So easily may these in'sanity 


papers be filled up and so easily may 
an alleged lunaltic be started on the 
road to a hospital for the insane that 
a Fort Wayne doctor, once, by way 
of a joke, went to a brother "physician 
and had the latter sign papers as 
exaftnining physician of a case he 
had not seen. 
Two hours later the 


latter physician was surpiised by 
the appearance of the sheriff, who 
had called to 
lemove 
him to an 


asylum. 


"The joker had filled out the blank 


in the paper and the acccaumodating 
physician had committed Mmself to 
the custody of the sheiiff as a lunatic. 
My Fort Wayne friend merely wished 
to illustr/ate the cairelessless with 
which insanity 
inquests 
are con- 


ducted." 


((T advise that no insanity inquest 


be held anywhere in Indiana without 
notice being fiist seived on the de- 
fendant," declared Attorney General 
Tayloi yesterday.

NEW YORK.—Dennis Kenny, homeless, was found uncon- 


scious on the sidewalk -at 44th Street and ist Avenne on 
Thursday night. An ambulance surgeon from Flower Hos- 
pital said that the tuau \vas dying of consumption. He was 
taken to Bellevue and on Friday was sent to the Metro- 
politan Hospital on Blackwell's Island. 


Last night Kenny was found unconscious in the street 


again. When he was revived in the police station he said 
that the people on The Island had told him that they had 
no room for him in the hospital and had brought him back 
to the city. Dr. Stewart, of Flower Hospital said it was a 
shame that Kenny had been turned out of the hospital as 
death was only a matter of a few days in his case, Kenny 
was taken to Bellevue again. 


Dr. Bickley, the acting superintendent of the Metropolitan 


Hospital, when asked about Kenny's case over the tele- 
phone, said: 


"Kenny was placed in the consumption -ward, which is 


terribly overcrowded. They are sleeping on the floor there 
and we can only keep those who are unable to walk or 
move about. Kenny was a very sick man and it was a 
shame to let him go;" but he was stronger than some of the 
others and so we had to 3ea\e him out. We couldn't put 
him in another ward, as it would be a crime to put a con- 
sumptive in a regular ward.

railroad, with its valuafble dockage 
franchises, was secuTed, and the pos- 
session of ample shipping facilities 
was thus provided against all time. 


In cader to bind the traffic of tlie 


Great Lakes to the rail traffic of the 
interior the Eiie and Western Trans- 
portation company, with its 
terminals at Buffalo, was taken over, 
and to fill in the gap between the 
Pennsylvania's own line and the 
f?reat lake port the Wastern New 
York and Pennsylvania railroad con- 
solidated with it for the purposes of 
operation. 


And when these splendid properties 


had been gathered in the legislatuie 
was asked to authorize an increase 
of the capital stock of the Pennsyl- 
vania railroad. 
It was done. 
The 


stockholders added $100,000,000 to 
the capitalization, and in toe mean- 
time the stock of the company 
reached tne highest market pric>3 in 
its history,

What do these movements indicate?

Palestine. 
We politi'-ai Zionists de- 


sire a charter from the sultan au- 
thorizing us to settle in ow holy 
land, and wo ask the powers lo ap- 
prove and protect tihte charte" " 


The story of the wandering Je*r is 


a particularly sad one, and woven 
in with the legend's of his travels

of people forever suffering and yet 
undying; forever dbooned to wander;

persecuted; and yet, strangely, liv- 
ing and flourishing in spdte of all, 
The most vigorous, virile and health- 
ful people under the win; the bravest 
and most enduring in battle and 
siege; the most patriotic and loyal of 
all people, they steadfastly, through 
all their wanderings and sorrows, 
clang to a land which is but a mem- 
ory or a dream. 


Wow, lit seems, their dream is about 


to be fulfilled.

Washington literateur, gives this fe- 
licitous 'account of how ex-Senator 
Edward 0. Walcott, of Colorado, once 
rescued himself from %. ticklish, posi- 
tion by a happy use of wit: "During 
hi& twelve years of senatorial serv- 
ice the €oloradoan has won for him- 
self the honor of being the most elo- 
quent republican in the senate. In 
addition to his oratorical talent he 
is wonderfully clever &t campaign 
repartee. This gift was- well dem- 
onstrated before he became nationally 
known, whem "he was sent to a south- 
ern state to advocate republicanism. 
At a certain pl'ace he was politely 
informed that the "rally" would be- 
gin and end at about itlie i&aine time, 
and that not since 1883 had atiy re- 
publican been permitted to finish a 
speech there. 
Wolcott was 
deter- 


mined, however, and upon learning 
th(at the citizens, as> 'a rule, were 
kind enough to permit the speakers 
to iget out of town land fill their next;

The chairman 
was instructed to dispense with the 
music and intiroduce him to the audi- 
ence in as few words 'as possible. The 
advice was followed a Little too lit- 
erally. 
He simply pointed at the 


audience and then at th'e speaker 
and disappeared behind the scenes. 


"Wolcott began his speech at once 


with one of his beat Stories. 
The 


audience was s&parated, the colored 
folks all foein'g in the gallery and 
only the* White people below. 
In 


about five minutes Woic6tt's discre- 
tion ivas oveiroome by his intense re- 
publicanism, and he m'adte 'a pointed 
•thrust at the opponent party, where- 
upon a bodj^ of young men in the 
center of the theater shouted in con- 
cert, 'Rats!' 


"Wolcott 
paused for \a anomemt, 


and then, wavin'g hig hand at the 
gallery said: Waiter, come down 
and take tflbte iChmtanren's orders!' 
The effect was electrical and effect-

Here the council proposes 


to furnish lleat to its citizens in addi- 
tion to water and lights. The plan 
is to furnish hot water heat from the 
municipal water works plant 
This 


system has been tested and 
found 


successful in London, England, and 
also to some extent by private com- 
panies in the 
United States, but 


never before has a municipality un- 
dertaken suclx a plan. Just now, 
when so many cities and large towns 
throughout the country are consider- 
ing such questions 'as the municipal 
ownership of public utilities, Go- 
shen's latest move in that direction 
will excite wide interest. In fact, 
already hundreds of letters have 
poured into Goshen authorities mak- 
ing inquiry as to -her past success 
and experience in this regard, and 
also as to her forthcoming effort. 


Goshen is a typical municipal own- 


ership city already. 
It is nearly 


twenty-five years since she took her 
first steps in this direction, and she 
has gone far enough to feel certain 
that these, 
principles are a good 


thing for any well-ordered city of 
similar size. 
SYSTEM WITH WOODEN" PIPES, 


Before describing \her latest plan 


it is interesting 'and instructive to 
consider Go&hen7s first municipal ac- 
complishment in the days when the 
reform principles of the present day 
were unpopular iattd when facilities 
were crude and meager. It was in 
1874 that tihe1 question 
arose of 


either increasing the siza of Goshen's 
fire department or else constructing 
a/municipal water works plant on i 
small scale for fire protection only, 
There had "been (a number 
of big 


losses from fires and in tfchose d'aya 
the fire department facilities of the 
smaller towns and cities was usually 
inadequate. The outfit here consist- 
ed of a 'hand pumpiwg engine, two 
hos& carriages and a fhook and ladder 
device, 


A public meetin 
was held. 
It 


was- largely 'attended and the enthu- 
siasm was niarked. It was 'decided 
that the city Should put in a water 
works system as suggested 'and a 
resolution to tJhat effect was sent to 
the 'council 'and soon the work was 
begun. The system instilled would 
no<w, twenty-five years later, be con- 
sidered vetfy crude, but it 'answerel 
the purposes, of that day and in It 
was that nrunieip'al ownership prin- 
ciple about whidh we now hear so 
much. 
Tlhe main, pipes wfoicfa. were 


laid were <of wood. They were m'ade 
to connect with a canal, and to force 
tine supply of water through them 
the city purchased pumps and a large 
wiheiel for water power. The system, 
when completed, cost the city $9,000 
and it was found that besides filling 
tihe needs for wliioli it was particu- 
larly constructed that it would ad- 
mit of still further extension with 
but little extra cost. Following its 
completion a public test of the sys- 
tem was made to the satisfaction of 
the citizens. 


J?rom this beginning later devel- 


oped tliei installing of steam power 
so as to allow the supply of water 
for private consumption. Hert came 
the addition of artislan wells and in 
'81 'a power house with a complete 
pl'ant was erected. 
Today the sys- 


tem 
includes nearly 
twenty-one 


mileg of street mains, 160 fire hy- 
drants, 12 public watering troughs. 
The power station equipment com- 
prises a stan'dpipeof 265,000 gallons' 
capacity, one pump witih a capacity 
of 2,000,000 gallons for every 24 
hours and two pumps of 1,000,000 
gallon^ capacity each and four boil- 
ers of 400-horse power, 
iProm the 


plant tfheret is an annual income of 
nearly $7,500 from private consum- 
ers. The city is netted a nice profit 
as will be seen by th'e figures given 
later OK in connection with the elec- 
tric lighting system. 


In 1887 a private company put In 


an electric street lighting system. 
Two years later the city of 0osflien 
purchased t!he entire euipment of 
this company for $3,000, and began 
at once to cut down1 operating ex- 
penses by operating the dynamo 
from the municipal water 
works 


plant. This is an example -of com- 
bining and centralizing industries 
by the people* and dn the interests 
of thei people.

by the hauling down of a British cus- 
toms ensign raised at that point.

though it is recognized that the 'mat- I 
ter might assume importance if the] 
raising of the flag was an assertion

of British sovereignly over that lo- i 
cality.

But as it stands the flag appeal's to i 


ibe that of the customs office, for the! 
convenience of 
designating where' 


customs may be paid, and not the 
British emblem indicating any claim1 


of sovereignity. The modus videndi 
made on October 20, 1899, between 
•Secretary Hay and the British charge 
here, established a provisional line 
running some distance north of Skag- 
way, the summit of the Cbilicoot pass 
and of the White Pass, being the two 
main trails in that locality. 


Reference to the official map indi- 


cates that Skagway is clearly within 
the American line according to this 
modus videndi, also all tide water of 
the Lynu canal. If a custom officer 
is at Skagaway ho is there as a 
means of convenience 'of locating im- 
ports 'before they reach the wild re- 
jion through -which the -actual pro- 
visional line runs. 


Under such circumstances it is felt

love about.

We couldn't put 
Itini in another ward, as it would be u crime to put a con- 
sumptive in a regular ward. 
Thf. wholf, city serin? (o be full 


of consumption tuttl we are so overcrowded here that a ter- 
rible condition of affairs exists."

become a flood to destroy all flesh. 
And the bow shall be in. the cloud, 
and I will look upon it, that I ma^

creature upcn the earth," 
And I 


would say, therefore, that if God in- 
cluded the birds and beasts and in- 
sects in that covenant with man, we 
ought to 'treat them very tenderly, 
•and care for their welfare .while they 
live.

cattle;" and in the eighth chapter o£ 
Genrsis, that ''God remembered the 
cattle." 
In the one 'hundred and 


fourth Psalm, that "He causeth tho 
grass to grow -For the cattle;" and in 
the fiftieth Psalm, that "the cattle 
on a thousand hills are His." 


If God made the cattle, and remem- 


bers the cattle, and causeth grass to 
grow for the cattle, and the cattle or, 
a thousand hills are His, will He not 
remember those who cruelly treat 
them? 


"Now children are not naturally 


cruel. 
They live very close to na- 


ture. 
The best place to raise a fam- 


ily of children is not in crowded 
cities, but in the smaller towns and 
villages, because they see more of 
nature. 
They can go into tho wood*; 


and ramble in the fields, and don't 
run up against signs saying: "Ke&p 
off the grass," 
and "Picking tho 


flowers is positively forbidden." And 
they see more 'of animal life. 
They 


love these things by instinct. 
A 


boy and a dog are the most compan- 
ionable fellows in the fwo'rld. 
And 


I think that one of the best organi- 
zations in the world today is the 
Band of Mercy, under the auspices 
of .the S. P. C. A. 
Because it is com- 


posed of the boys and girls all over 
the country and begins, therefore, at 
the very foundation of society to 
tench kindness to God's creatures. 
There are 34,000 bands of mercy. 
And the oats, anri dogs, and horses, 
and the birds, and the very fishes in 
the streams are enjoying their ex- 
istence better today than for a great 
many years because of them. 
They 


e already helped tn make cruelty 


unpopular, <aud today a man, woman 
or child who sees a person commit- 
ting nn act of cruelty ngainst any 
dumb animal need not stand by and 
grow white with righteous wrath, 
wishing there .was some law which 
would punish him, 
Ths case can 


now be instantly reported, and that 
person will be arrested, fined, and per- 
haps otherwise punished, according 
to the offence. 
And all this study 


to befriend our dumb friends has a 
direct effect on uf. 
Wo are made 


'arb«tter by it. 
As Liuiiartine once 


said: 
"To take the animal into the 


sphere "of duties <and charities is to 
mprove man himself." 


Now I want to tell you some x>f the. 


vay3 by wbich the animals are pro- 
tected, anil the laws right here in our 
cwn state which punish cruelty to 


liinals. 
There is a law against overdriving 


horses; against turning a faithful 
animal out to die because it is old 
or feeble. 
The S. P. C. A. insists 


that such animals would far better 
be mercifully killed than allowed to 
suffer micared for. 


There is a law against carrying an- 


imals in freight cars .for more than 
twenty-four hours at a time. 
They 


must be taken out of the car for rest, 
food and water. 
It is a misdemeanor 


to keep cows shut up without fresh 


ir and sunshine. 
No cows that are 


ke.pt in that way can give whole 
some milk. 
It is a misdemeanor t,- 


have dog fights and rooster fights. 
And the fines and penalties paid by 
:onvictcd parties go into the treasury 
of the S. P. C. A. 


You can all hel-p in this good work. 


Some cDld winter night when you aiv, 
walking alnnjj the -street and you 
sec a team -of horses tied there with- 
out any blankets on them. 
You 


PP.SS that way again an hour later, 
and there the 
pjor horses rtnnd 


sbivpring in tho cold. 
Perhaps the 


owner is in some sala'on drinkin 
and getting himself 
in hsirjtifii 


shnpe to go home to his wife and 
children. 
NDW rnyane of you, men. 


wcraen or children, have tbe right. 
and it is your duty, to ring up the 
humane officer and tell him about it 
He will take the team to a livery 
5-ta-ble and have it taken care of, and 
the owner is obliged to pay the Uvery 
bill. 


I say this because many people d< 


not know what their rights am 
duties are in this matter. The society 
is doing this kind of work continual 
ly and nobody knows who makes the 
complaint. 
But there is far les. 


cruelty to -animals now than there 
used to be. The society takes all the 
responsibility. And it would spein 
SI.000 tomorrow to secure for a little 
kitten, or a dog, or a bird, the right1 


which properly belong to it. 


Let me suggest a few ways ii 


which we may all have a chance 
show kindness to the animals. Sucl 
books as "Black Beauty" and "Beau 
tiful Joe,' which most of tbe children 
no doubt, -have read, 'have opened ou 
eyes to a great many little things in 
which people were 
thoughtlessly 


cruel. 
The over-draw check whiol 


holds a horse's head so high as to tiv 
•his neck, blind his eyes in the glur 
of the sun, prevent bis seeing th 
i-oad clearly and making it impossi 
ble for -him tn exert his strength in 
pulling a load, is a positive torture t 
Hie poor animal. 


T-here are not nearly 
so man; 


horses today as once whose tails ar 
•being "docked." 
The operation i 


one employed merely to meet the de 
mands of fashion and each year it 
becoming more and more fashionabl 
to live like sensible beings. 


In a few days a great many peopl 


will shut up their homes aud go away 
for a few weeks on their vacations 
If they have -pet 'cats .belonging ti 
them, one of the cruelest things they 
can do is to leave them at home alon 
and uncared 'for. 


Have you noticed that ladies' hat 


are not trimmed nearly so often n 
with birds? It was not until a feu 
years ago that many people realized 
the amount of suffering: the fashion 
of wearing stuffed birds and aigretti 
plumes occasioned. 
Thousands o 


mother birds have left their iiesti 
full of little ones while they went in 
search of food and never returned 
because killed to adorn some lady': 
•bat, and -the poor little -birds bavi 
opened their wide mouths in vain am 
finally died of starvation. 


The delicate aigrette plumes often 


seen in ladies' bonnets have beei 
called the "nuptial adornment of tlv 
white' heron," though many hav 
supposed that milliners made then 
out of the commonest feathers. W 
are told that persons who make it i 
business to procure these aigrr,tt< 
know that to obtain a good supply 
with little trouble the heron must b< 
taken when the breeding season i: 
well advanced. 
They therefore at 


tack them when the young birds an 
fully fledged* but not yet able to fly 
for at that time tbe anxiety of th 
parent bird is greatest, and forgetful 
of .their own danger, they are more 
easily killed. As W. H. Henderson, 
a famous zoologist has said: "There 
is nothing in the whole earth so pit- 
iable ms this, and so shameful, that 
for such a purpose'human cunning 
should take advantage o£ that in- 
stinct which we ve.gnrd as s» noble in 
our own species—the tender passion 
of the parent for its offspring, which 
causes it to neglect its own safety 
and to perish miserably, a sacrifice to 
its love. And those who, not ignor- 
ant of the facts, 
encouv.\ge such 


tilings for fashion's sake, have a part 
in it and are perhaps more guilty 
than those who are paid to do the 
rough work. Ought not every good 
and gentle woman who has learned 
the facts in the case to shun 1ihe re- 
sponsibility of carrying aloft 
the 


trophies of such brutal work?"

: minded of: It will not be long now 


i before many of us will be out at the 


• lakes and ponds 
fishing. 
Just re- 


member that theViSe fisherman, kills 


fish as soon as they arc taken 


rom the water, 'by striking them a 
[ulck, sharp blow just behind the 
eyes. 
This is merciful to the fish 


and the flesh is fur more wholesome 
*or eating. A fish that Is suffered to 
die slowly in the air is killed by suf- 
focation, just as really as a boy or 
man dies of suffocation who tries to 
breathe under water. George T. An- 
;-ell says: "Agassiz 'always .taught 
lis pupils to kill fish as soon as 
caught, that they might not suffer 
before dying. Suoh fish keep better 
and are better to eat."

There is a recognized class of person: 
known to the medical profession a: 
"Psychopathies," 
-a term 
used by 


Prof. J-ames, of Harvard university 
to denote an inborn aptitude to i 
moral actions in any direction. Ir 
many cases, by patient watcbfuliies 
and careful teaching (the environ 
nieut being what it should be) tin 
sub-normal moral condition is out 
grown. iWhat is responsible for thi: 
state of things—what inheritance o 
pre-natal conditions, is not now thi 
question. Here they are as the teach 
ers find them. 
And any operatioi 


that excites a satisfaction at the in 
fliction of pain, (and it frequently 
does in the cases referred to) is doing 
positive injury to the boy or girl 
and through him to society in aft.e 
years. 


•Nothing that a child will learn bj 


vivisection can ever •compensate fo 
the dangerous impression received b> 
(ihe needless sacrifice of life in 
presence. It is gratifying to know 
that the practice is not gaining favoi 
in the best institutions, 'and indicates 
that this is largely due to the fac 
th-.it it is coming to be understood 
tmvt the instructors of children mus 
be men r.nd women of high -mora 
and spiritual qualities as well as o. 
mental gifts. 


If for a period of six months s 


teacher had no occasion to say any 
thing definitely on n moral question 
to the boys and girls under his care 
the very fact, of his "being -a person o; 
high moral and spiritual qualities 
would insensibly but unerringly leat 
them daily to the perception of moi\i 
truths, no matter what the subjec; 
presented in the class room. No in 
s tractor can Impart knowledge with 


ut imparting with it 


p or her own, spiritual personalty. 


There is -an unspoken language of 
he heart and life which runs parallel 
vich all instructions from the text 
iook, and which imperceptibly gives 
ho scholar -a high idea of truth 'and 
ight, or gives hini'to feel tlmt ques- 
ions of morality .ire of secondary 
mportauce. It is an unkindness to 
ny child to give it n one-sided de- 
velopmemt, to train the intellect end 
lot ths conscience, for when he has 
ome to years and must meet and dc- 
ide for himself the difficulties and 
problems of life, then it Is that the 
moral nature rather than the intel 
eetu-al nature, chooses-a course of ac- 
•ion that will give str&ngth to the 
character or send it to its ruin. 


Throw a man. overboard who has 


not learned to

Why should the youthful consci- 


ence ba left untrained and uneducat- 
ed, and when later in life, the storm 


on, thrown out upon the waves of 


temptation, with the encouraging- ex- 
hortation "look

They are questions of morality which 
men and wcmen 
are 
deciding for 


themselves evejy d-ay nnd in the de- 
cision lies their happiness, perhaps 
for nil time to come. Por this reason 
it is cruelty to children to send them 
into 'life's arena unprepared and un- 
armed. It is cruel to leave out of 
their training the spiritual preception

THE TIME OF SOWING—LESSORS IN 
ONE 
OF SOLOMON'S 


LEAST KNOWN PROVEKBS. 


Washington, D. C., June 24.—From, 


a passage of scripture unobserved hy 
moat readers, Dr. Talraage in this 
discourse shows the importance of 
prompt action in anything w». have 
to do for ourselvesor others. Text, Ec- 
cleaiastes, xi., 4: 
"He that observ- 


elh the wind shall not saw." 


What do you find in this packed 


sentence of Solomon's monologue? I 
find In it a farmer at his front door, 
examining the' weather. 
It is seed 


time. 
His fields have heen plowed 


and harrowed. 
The -wheat is in the 


"barn in sacks, ready to be taken 
ofleld and scattered. 
Now is the 


time to sow. 
But the wind is not 


favorable. 
It may blow up a storm 


before nlg-ht, and he may get wet if 
he starts out for the sowing. 'Or it 
may be a long storm, that will .wash 
out the seed from the soil. 
Or there 


may continue to blo-w dry weather. 
The parched fields may not take in 
the grain and the birds may -pick it 
up, and the labor as -well as the seed 
may to wasted. 
So he gives up the 


•work for that day, and goes back into 
the house and waits /to see what it 
will "be on the morrow. 
On the mor- 


row the wind is still in the wrong 
direction, and for a whole -week and 
for a month. 
Did you ever see such 


a long spell of bad weather? 
The 


lethargic and overcautious and dila- 
tory agriculturist allows the season 
to pass without sowing, and no sow- 
ing, of course nn harvest. 
That is 


what Solomon means when he says 
in my text: 
"He that observeth the 


wind shall nc-t sow." 


As much In our time as in Solo- 


monic times there is abroad a. fatal 
hesitancy—a disposition -to let little 
things stop us—a ruinous adjourn- 
ment. 
"We all want to do some good 


in the world, but how easily we are 
halted 'in our endeavors. Perhaps we 
are solicitors for some great charity. 
There is a good man who has large 
means, and he is accustomed to give 
liberally to asylums, to hospitals, to 
reform organizations, to schools, to 
churches; to communities desolated 
•with flood or devastated with fires. 
But that good innn, like, many n, good 
man, 
is mercurial in his tempera- 


ment. 
He is depressed "by atmos- 


pheric changes. 
He is always vic- 


timized by the e;ist wind. 
For this 


or that reason you postpone the char-, 
itable solicitation. 
Meanwhile the 


suffering that you wish to alleviate 
does its .awful work, and tho oppor- 
tunity for relief is past. . If the 
wind had bean from the wsst or 
northwest you would have entered 
the philanthropist's counting room 
and sought the gift, but the wind 
was blowing from the cast or north- 
east aiid you did not mnko the at- 
tempt, and you thoroughly illustrat- 
ed my tex^: "He that ohsei veth the 
wind shall not sow." 


There comes a dark Sabbni.li morn- 


ing. 
The pastor looks ont of the 


window and sees the clouds gather 
and then discharge their burdens of 
rain. 
Instead of a full church it 


will be a handful of people, with wef 
feet i:id the dripping umbiella at the 
doorway or in the end of the pew. 
Tho pastor has prepared on.i of his 
best nfcrmons. 
It has cost him great 


Tese.iicii, and he has been much in 
prayer while p7»[mi;iig it. 
He puts 


the se-- i :i aside for n clear diy and 
talks platitudes, and goes home quite 
depressed, but at the same time feel- 
ing that he has done his duty. 
He 


dud not realize that in that small 
audience there were at least two per- 
sons who ought to have had better 
treatment. 
One of these hearers was 


.a man in crisis of struggling with 
evil appetite. 
A carefully prepare:1, 


discourse under tha Divine blessing 
would have been to him a complete 
victory. 
The fires of sin would havo 


heen extinguished, and his keen and 
brilliant mind would have been, con- 
secrated to the gospel ministry, and 
he would have 'been a mighty evan- 
gel, and tens of.thousonds of souls 
would have, under the spell- of his 
Christian eloquence, given up. sin and 
started a new life, and throughout 
all the heavens . there would have 
heen congratulation aiidhosaniia, and 
after many ages 
of eternity had 


passed there would be celebration 
among tho ransomed of what was ac- 
complished one stormy Sunday- inji 
church on earth under a mighty gos- 
pel sermon delivered to fifteen o 
twenty people. 
But the crisis I 


speak of was not properly met. The 
man in struggle with evil habit 
heard that stormy day no.word that 
moved him. 
He went out in the 


rain uninvited and unhelpti.l back to 
to his evil way and down tD hio over- 
throw. Had it been a sunshiny Sab- 
bath he would have heard soninth'ing 
worth hearing. 
But tho wind blew 


from a stormy direction' that Sah- 
toath day. 
That gospel husbandman 


noticed it, and acted upon dt3 sug- 
gestion, and may discover some day 
his great mistake. 
Ho had a sack' 


full of the finest of the wheat, but 
he -withheld it, and some day he will 
flud, when tho whole story is told, 
thftt ho w'aV a vivid illustration of 
the man of my text: "He that ob-

-'.. There w.is another person In that

stormy Sunday audience that de- 
served something bettor from that 
pastor than extemporized nothing- 
ness. It was a mother who was half 
awakened to a sense of responsibility 
.n regard to her household. She had 
begun to question herself 
as to 


whether it would not -be better to in- 
troduce into her home a religion that 
would decide aright the destiny of 
her sons and daughters. 
Her home 


had so far been controlled only by 
worldly principles. 
She had dared 


the riots of the elements that morn- 
ing and had found her way to church 
hoping to hear something that would 
help her to decide the question "which 
was to 
her a solitude. 
A good, 


strong sermon under the Divine 
blessing would have led her into the 
kingdom of God, and afterward her 
whole family. The children, wheth- 
er they became farmers, or mechanics 
or merchants or artists, or men of 
learned profession, or women at the 
head of households, would have done 
their work in a Christian, way., and 
after lives of usefulness 
on earth 


would have taken thrones in heaven. 
It would have been a whole family 
saved for time and saved for etern- 
ity. 
But the pastor had adjourned 


the strong and effective discourse to 
a clear Sunday. 
The mother went 


home Sunday chilled in body, mind 
and soul and concluded not to trouble 
herself or her household about the 
future, and to let -tomorrow take care 
of itself, and keep on doing ts they 
had been doing. 
No God in 
tha1: 


home. 
No religious consolation in 


time of hrRiivement. 
No format't-n 


of thorough Christian character in 
the lives of those growing up boys 
and girls. They will go nut into the 
world to meet its vicissitudeswithout 
any sublime reinforcement 
of the 


Gospel. What n pity it was that he 
did noc put down thn :u.iuuGcript of 
his well-prepared sermon 
0:1 the 


Bible, if he preached from notes, or 
pour it out on his soul, if he hu 
•had lodged it there through careful 
preparation. 
No. 
ITe allowed that 


opportunity, which could never re- 
turn, to pass into eternity unimpro 
cd. He observed ty the wny the rain 
dashed .against the windows of the 
parsonage mid the windows of the 
church that tho wind was from tin 
cast or the northeast, and lie did not 
sow, 
or sowntl that which was not 


worth sowing. 


In all departments of life there are 


those hindered by the wind of public 
opinion. It has become an aphorism 
in politics and in all great move- 
ments. "He is willing to see which 
way the wind blows." And it Is no 
esay thing to defy public opinion— 
to be run upon by the newspapers, to 
be overhauled in social circles, to be 
anathematized by those who here- 
tofore were your friends and admir- 
ers. It requires a heroism which lew 
possess. Tet no great reformatory 
or elevating movement has ever been 
accomplished until 
some 
ono was 


willing 
to defy 
what 
the world 


should think or say or do. But theie 
have been men and women of that 
kind. They stand all up and down 
the corridors of history, examples 
for us to follow. Charles Summer in 
the United States senate. Alexander- 
er H. Stephens in Georgia conven- 
tion. Savonarole staking his life.in 
time of persecution. Martin Lethe; 
fighting .the battle for reli^iuus free 
dom against the mightiest anathe- 
mas that was ever hurled. 
William 


Carey leading the missionary move- 
ment to save n heathen world, while 
churches denounced him as a fanatic 
and with attempting an impossibil- 
ity. 
Jenner, tho :hero of medicine, 


caricatured for his attempt by vac- 
cination to -beat back the worst dis- 
ease that smote the nations. They 
who watched the wind of public opin- 
ion will not sow. It is -an uncertain 
indication, and is apt to blow the 
wrong way. 


Communities jand churches-nml -na- 


tions sometimes are thrown into hys- 
teria, and it requires a man of great 
equipoise to maintain a right posi- 
tion. 
Thirty-throe years ago -there 


came-a time of bitterness in. Ameri- 
can politics, and the impeachment of 
a president of the United States was 
Demanded. 
Two or three patriotic 


men, at .the risk of losing their sen- 
atorial position, 
stood out against 


the'demand.of their.1 .political asso- 
ciates, and. saved the country from 
that which tha people of all parties 
now see would iiayo been a calamity 
and would have put every subsequent 
president, at. the mercy of his oppo- 
nents. It only required the waiting 
of a "few months, when time itself re- 
moved all controversy. 


"Let us have war with England, il 


needs be," said the most of the peo- 
ple of our northern atates In 1801, 
when Mason and Slidell,' the distin- 
guished southerners, had .been taken 
by our navy froin the British steamer 
.Trent, and tho English gov.ernm.eij5 
resented -tihe act of our government 
in stopping one of their ships. "Give 
up those prisoners," said 
Great 


Britain. "No," said the almost unan- 
imous opinion of the 
norffli.^ . "Do 


not givo them up. Let us have wnr 


with England rather than surrender 
them." Then Win. H. Sewaru, sec- 
retary 
of state, 
faced one of the 


fiercest storms of public opinion seen 
,n thas or any other country. Seeing 
that the retention of those two men 
was of no importance to our country, 
and that their retention would put 
Great -Britain and the United States 
into immediate 
conflict, be 
said," 


e gdve them up." 
They 
were 


jiven up, and through the resistance 
of popular clamor by that one man 
i world-wide calamity was averted. 


'Some of us remember ns boys huz- 


zaing when Kossuth, the great Hun- 
garian, 
rode 
up Broadway, New 


York. 
Most Americans 
were 
In 


favor of taking some decided steps 
for Hungary. 
The only result of 


such interference would have been 
the sacrifice of all good precedent 
and war with 
European 
nations. 


Then Daniel Webster, in his immor- 
tal "Hulsemann letter," braved a 
whirlwind of popular opinion, and 
saved this nation from useless for- 
eign entanglement. Webster did not 
observe the wand when he wrote that 
letter. So In state and church have 
have always .been men: nt the rigtft 
time -ready to face a nation full, yea, 
a world full of opposition. 


>TN THE TEKTH OP HOSTILITY. 
How many there are who give too 


much time to -watching the weather- 
vane and studying- the hammerer: 
Make up your mind what you axe 
going to do, and then1 go ahead and 
do it. There always 
wall be hin- 


drances. It is a moral disaster if 
you allow prudence to overmaster 
all the other 
graces. 
The Bible 


makes more of courage and faith 
and perseverance than 
it does of 


caution. It is not once a year thut 
the great ocean steamers fail to sail 
at the appointed time because of the 
storm signals. Let the weather bu- 
reau prophesy what hurricane or cy- 
clone it may, next Wednesday, next 
Thursday, next Saturday the steam- 
ers will put out from New York and 
Philadelphia 'and, Boston, harbors, 
and will r&ach Liverpool and South- 
ampton and Glasgow 'and Bremen, 
their arrival as certain as their em- 
barkation. 
They cannot afford to 


consult the 
wind, nor cau you in 


your life voyage. 


The grandest and best things ever 


accomplished have 'been in the teeth 
of hostility. 
Consider the grandest 


enterprise of the eternities—the sal- 
vation of n world. Did the (Roman 
Empire send up invitation to the 
heavens inviting the Lord to descend 
amid vociferations of 
welcome t.i 


come and take possession of the most; 
capacious and ornate of the palaces, 
nnd sail Galilee with richest imperial 
flotilla, nnd walk over flowers of 
Solomon's gardens, which wero still 
in Hie outskirts of Jerusalem? 
No, 


it struck Him with insult as soon 
as it could 
reach Him. 
Let 
tho 


camel drivers in the Uethlehem car- 
avansary testify. See the vilest hate 
pursue Him to the 'borders of the 
Nile. Watch His arraignment as a 
criminal in the courts. Seo how they 
belie His every action, misinterpret. 
His best words, Oiowl at Him with 
worst mobs, wear Him 
out 
with 


sleepless nights on cold mountains! 
Sea Him hcdsts-d into u martyrdom 
vit which the noonday cowled itscli 
with, midnight 
shadows, and- 
the 


rocks shook into cataclysm, the dead 
started out of tflieir sepulcher, feel 
ing it was no time to sleep when 
such horrors were 'being enacted. 
The winds of stormiest opposition 
blew on (His cradle, blew on 
His 


m oun tai n pttl-pi t, hi e w 
upon 
the 


homesteads 'that dared to give HJm 
shelter, blew upon His grave; but He 
went right 'on 'and so-WEd the earth 
with sympathetic tears and redeem- 
ing blood an'd consolation and help- 
fulness and redemption, and victory. 
It was an awful time to sow. But 
behold the 'harvest of churches, asy- 
lums, world-wide charities, civiliza- 
tions, millenniums! 


Just call over "the names of the 


men and women who have done most 
'for our poor old world and you will 
call the names 
of those who hail 


mobs 
-after 
them. 
They 
were 


shunned toy the elite; they were car- 
tooned hy 'bho satirists; they lived 
on food which you 'and I would no1 
throw to a kennel. 
Some of them 


died in prison; some of them were 
burned at the stake; some of them 
were buried at public expense be- 
cause of the laws of sanitation, T* 
were hounded through the world ami 
hounded out of it. 
Mow we cross 


the ocean to see the room in wliich 
th&y were born or died and look up 
at monuments which the church ol 
the world has reared to their .match- 
less fidelity and courage. After one 
or two or three hundred years the 
world has matlo up its mind that 
instead of bsing 
flagellated they 


ought to havo hoeii garlanded; In- 
stead of cavo of the Mountain foi 
resistance they ought to have be- 
stowed upon them an Alhambra. 


Young man you have planned wha' 


you are going to do in the world, but 
you are waiting for circumstances to 
become more favorable. You are like 
the farmer in the text, 'observing the 
wind. Better start now. Obstacles 
will help you if you conquer them, 
Cut your way through. Peter Cooper 
the millionaire philanthropist, who 
will bless, all succeeding centuries 
with the. institution he founded 
worked five years, for $2C .per year 
and his board. Henry Wilson, the 
Christian statesman, who commanded 


:he United States senate with the 
gavel of the vice presidency, wrote' 
»f his early days: "Want sat by my 
cradle. I know what it is to ask a 
nolh&r for bread when she has none 
;o give. I left my home at 10 years 
of ago and served an apprenticeship 


>f 11 years, receiving 
«, month's 


schooling each year, and at the end 
of 11 years of hard work a yoke of 
oxen and six sheep, which brought 
mo S84. In the first month after 
I was 21 years of age I went Into 
the woods, drove a tenm and cut mill 
.ogs. I arose in the morning before 
daylight and worked 'hard till after 
dark and received the .magnificent 
sum of SO for the month's work. 
Each of those dollars looked as large 
to me as the moon looks tonight." 
Wonderful Henry Wilson! But that 
was not his 
original 
mine. He 


changed .his name because he did not 
want on him the blight of a drunken 
father. As the vice president stood 
111 my pulpit in Brooklyn, making 
the last address he ever anade, and 
comended the religion of Christ to 
the young men of that city I thought 
to myself, "You 
yourself 
are the 


sublimest spectacle I ever saw of vic- 
tory over obstacles.' For 30 years 
the wind blew the wrong way, yet he 
did not observe the wind hut kept 
right on sowing. 


SELF-MADE MEN. 


Many of us .who are now preachers 


of the Gospel, or medical 'practition- 
ers, or members of the bar, or mer- 
chants or citizens in various kinds of 
business, had very poor opportunity 
at the start, because we had it too 
easy—far too easy. We never ap- 
preciated what it is to get an educa- 
tion, because 
our fathers 
or elder 


brothers paid the schooling, and we 
did not get the muscle which nothing 
but hard work can develop. I con. 
gratulate you, young man, if to you 
life is a struggle. It is out of such 
circumstances God makes heroes, if 
they are willing to be made. 
Cut 


your way through. If it were proper 
to do so, and you should stand in any 
board of bank directors, in any board 
of trade, iu any legislature, state and 
national, 
and ask all 
who were 


brought up in luxury and ease to 
lift their hand, here and there a hand 
might be lifted; but ask all those 


ho had an awful hard time at the 


start to lift their hand, and most of 
the hands would be lifted. 
The 


heroes of church and state were not 
brought up on 
confectionery and 


cake. 


The Earl of Alsatia, a ftivorite of 


Edward JIT. of England, had excited 
the jealousy of other courtiers, and 
one time, when the king was absent, 
they persuaded the queen to turn a 
lion loosa in the court to test the 
earl's courage. The earl, rising at 
break of day, as was his custom, came 
came into the courtyard and met the 
Jion, and the jca'ous courtiers from 
the windows watched the scene. The 
lion, with his bristllnlg hair and a 
growl, was ready to spring upon .the 
carl, when he, undaunted, shouted 
Lo the -monster: "Stand, you dog!'1 


Then the liou. couched, and the earl 
took it by the mane and turned it 
back iuto the cnge, leaving Ms hand- 
kerchief on tho neck of the inonstor, 
•.ind looking up in triumph to the 
jealous courtiers, who he knew were 
watching from the windows, cried 
out: 
"Let him amongst you all that 


prldoth himself on his -pedigree go 
and fetch that .handkerchief." Am] 
you, 
young man, will find a lion in 


your way, perhaps turned, loose by 
the jealousy of those who would en- 
joy your ruin. But in the strength ol 
God mnko that lion couch. By God's 
help you can. do it, and defy nnd 
challenge your antagonists. 
The 


Earl of Alsatia conquered tho lion 
by stoutness of voice and glare of 
eye, but you may overcome the lion 
with the proffered strength of an al- 
mighty arm and an almighty footj 
for God hath promised, "Thou shnlt 
trend upon the lion and the adder. 
The young lion nnd the dragon shall 
thou trample under feet." 


Columbus, by calculation made up 


his mind that there must be a new 
hemisphere somewhere to balance the 
old hemisphere, or it would bo a lop- 
sided world. Ar..l I have ioimd on! 
not by calculation, but by observa- 
tion, that there is a great success for 
you somewhere to balance your great 
struggle. Do not think your case is 
peculiar. 
The most favored have 


been pelted. The mob smashed the 
windows of the Duke of Wellington 
while his wife lay dead in the house, 


But my subject takes another step. 


Through medical science, and den- 
tistry that has improved the world's 
mastication, and 
stronger 'defense 


against climatic changes, and better 
understanding of the laws of heath, 
human life has been prolonged.' But 
\ centenarian is still a wonder. How 
many people do you know a hundred 
years old? I do not know one. We 
talk of a century as though it were 
i very long reach of time. 
But 


what is one century on earth com- 
pared with centuries that we are to 
live somewhere, somehow—ten cen- 
turies, a million centuries, a quin- 
tllllon centuriesP 
We are nil de- 


termined to get ready for the longer 
life wo are to live after our exit from 
things sublunary. 
We are waiting 


for more propitious opportunity. Wo 
hava too .much -business to attend to 
now, or too much pleasure to allow 
tiny tiling to interferarv/ilh its. bril- 
liant progress. 
Wa are waiting un- 


til the wind blows In the right di- 


rection. 
We are going to sow, and 


low the very best grain, and we arc 
•joing to raise an eternal harvest of 
liappiness. 
We like what you say 


ibont heaven and we are going there, 


at the right time we <will get 


ready; but my lungs are sound, my 
digestion is good, the examining phy- 
sician of the life insurance company 
says my heart beats just the right 
numhcr of times a minute and I am 
cautious about sitting in a draught 
ind I observe all the laws of hygiene, 
ind my father and mother lived to 
je very old and I come of a long- 
ived family. 
So we adjourn and 


postpone until, like the farmer sug- 
gested by my text, we allow the seed 
Lime to pass, and sudden pneumonia, 
or a reckless bicycle, or ail ungov- 
cmed automobile .puts us out of life 
with all its magnificent opportuni- 
ties of deciding aright the question of 
everlasting residence.

(Case and Comment.) 


President Jackson, with the private 


approval of Chief Justice Marshall 
nominated Taney for an associate 
justice of the supreme court in Janu 
ary, 1835, but (on account of his 
course as United States attorney gen 
eral in advising President Jackson 
against the United Statca bank am 
the consequent distress) the senate 
indefinitely postponed action upon 
the nomination. ' The chief justice 
died during that year, nnd on De- 
cember 28 the president nominated 
Taney for chief Justice. 
Vehement 


opposition by Clay, Webster and 
others was made, but the nomination 
•was confirmed by fourteen majority 
on March 15, 1836. 


TJie decisions with which Chief 


Justice Taney's name is most com- 
monly associated are those which hno 
to do with the great and exciting 
questions of slavery. It was during 
his career atj chief justice that th» 
decisions in. favor of the fugitive 
slave law was rendered. 
The most 


famous decision with which he had 
to do was that in the Dred Scott casa, 
•which doubtless indirectly contrib- 
uted very greatly to the marshaling 
of forcer for the "irrepressible con- 
ilict." The statement in his opinion 
of the long-existing idea that ne- 
groes had no rights that white men 
were bound to respect was widely 
misrepresented as being an expres- 
sion of his own sentiment. Through- 
out the north public opinion was so 
overwhelming against Mm, and was 
so stirred by unjust and unfair op- 
ponents, that be came to Tje regarded 
as a reprobate. After the civil war 
began application was made to him 
at chambers in Baltimore for the dis- 
charge of a citizen from 
military 


custody by <i writ of habeas corpus. 
The writ was granted and was re- 
turned served, but the ofRcer declined 
to produce the prisoner on the ground 
that he was held upon a charge of 
treason, and thnt the president of the 
United States had authorized the" sus- 
pension of the writ of habeas corpus 
for tbe public safety. Thereupon the 
aged but intrepid chief Justice is- 
sued an attachment against the com- 
manding general for contempt, fully 
realizing the possible consequences 
to himself. 


The chief Justice was spared any 


further Immiiliation than the demon- 
stration of the-impo'teiicy o£ :bis writ, 
as the 'marshal was refused admis- 
sion, at the gate of the fort, so that 
•be could not serve the writ. 
The 


chief justice then proceeded to de- 
clare that tbe president bad no con- 
stitutional right to suspend the writ 
and the officer had no right to hold 
hie prisoner in defiance of the civil 
authority. In all these matters it Is 
now in these calmer times readily 
conceded tbe chief justice did his 
duty conscientiously, as he saw it. 
His decisions were by no means re- 
stricted to cases with political tinge. 
While lie was chief justice a great 
number of cases were decided on 
every laud of questions, from matters 
of commercial law to matters of ad- 
miralty. In all these questions lie is 
conceded to have been a great judge. 
As lias sometimes -been said, he was 
greater as a judge than as a states- 
man. 


It is interesting to know that, 


while ho conscientiously upheld tbe 
legal lights of the slave owners as be 
understood them, he manumitted his 
own slaves and provided for the aged 
among them, and it has been said 
that he "would wait at the 'door of 
the confessional among a crowd of 
negroes, refusing to enter before his 
turn." It is not too much to say that 
in these days public opinion, at least 
among the members of the legal pro- 
fession who know most of his career, 
has come to recognize thnt, whatever 
the soundness or unsoundness of his 
opinions growing out of slavery may 
have been, he was not only a great 
judge, -but a fearless niid honest 
American.

ARIZONA'S RtTIN'EU CITY. 


The Arizona Antiquarian 
society

The wreck of what appears to have 
ieen a city of temples and palaces 
covers an area nearly a mile wide

Several of the larger structures an 
still in comparatively good condition 


"Part of the ruins have been foum 


some distance below the surface o 
the earth, a fact which leads to tiie 
belief that the city may have ex 
tended a long distance down the Sal 


or valley und that the lower par 


may. have been buried .by a grea 
flood.

The largest of all the ruins Abov 


ground was apparently a temple o 


amphitheater «nd covers a space 200 
feet wide by 300 feet long, and IB 
from 10 to 20 feet in height. This 
structure has scarcely been disturb 
cd. Only once, about six years ago 
was an excavation made in it.

that time -a hole was dug- near tin 
center by men who pretended to rep 
resent the Smithsonian Institution 
They found a quantity of pottery 
engraved tablets and stone instru- 
ments, which they pretended to sent 
to the institution, but which never 
reached the government collection, 
It was reported that the same me.1] 
found a large quantity of gold.

A GOOD SOADS MISSION. 


Mr. Martin Dodge, chief of the goad 


roads division of the department of 
agriculture, is away for several weeks 
on an interesting mission, says- the 
Washington; Post. 
He and Mr. 


Charles T. Harrison, an expert from 
the same office, have gone with the 
Illinois Central's good roaus train on 
a 5,000-mile trip from Chicago to 
New Orleans and return. 
The train 


goes- under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Good Boads association, and 
the Illinois Central only contributes 
the use of the cars and locomotives 
and the necessary mon >to operate 
them. 


The train, which is now en route, 


will make a few stops on the .way to 
New Orleans at various towns, where 
a sample of g-ood roads will be con- 
structed for the benefit of the adja- 
cent farmers. 
The length of these 


sample roads -will- be nil the -way from 
a half mile to a mile, but stops are 
made and roads constructed 'only 
where the residents of a town are 
willing to contribute something1 'to- 
ward the expense, usually about $lr 
000. 
This money is used toward 


paying the laborers and also toward 
expenses for >a convention -of instruc- 
tion, which is held nt all these stop- 
jing places. 


The return to Chicago will, it is 


expected, be the latter part of Juue; 
and between now and that time the 
rain is expected to stop at fifteen or 
twenty towns and 'cities. 
The stops 


.re of two or three days' duration. 
Phe train carries a number of skilled 
ns true tors and exports in the con- 
'truction of good roads, including, as 
ilready stated, Chief Dodge and Mr. 
clarriEon, from the department of 
igri culture. 


A similar project on a much larger 


scale will be attempted in a few 
veeks later, -according to plans now 
11 preparation. 
State Senator H. S. 


Earle, of Michigan, will start a good 
•oads train which ha intends shall 
visit every state in the Union. Chief 
Dodge will accompany that expedi- 
ion. 
An enterprise of like character was 


undertaken about four years ago by 
he Seaboard Air Line railroad, run- 
ning- down through the 
southern 


states from this •city. 
The project 


was much broader in scope, and was 
styled an industrial school, intended 
o instruct the farmers in various 
>ranches of agriculture. 
Numerous 


icultural experts went along with 


he train, which consisted of several 
cars; but the most important feature 
of the industrial school was 'the good 
roads department. 
It -consisted of 


.wo complete sets of road-making 
nachiuery, rock crushers, distribut- 
ng cars, rollers, road machines, en- 
ines, shovels, scrapers and the like. 
The Seaboard line's project was not 
entirely successful, because of the 
contracte'd sphere of operations nnd 
"or other reasons. 


The Illinois Central's train, how- 


ever, is reported to bs very popular 
down through the Mississippi valley, 
and the residents of towns along the 
route welcome it enthusiastically. 
The train consists of twelve cars, 
fitted up complete for road mikiu:?. 
Great interest in the trip is bolng 
evinced at every place included in the 
itinerary.

some it is otherwise. 


Such as -have been 'bereaved of thel 
dearest—child, husband, wife, fathev, 
mother or any very dear one—have 
a hungry longing to see them, ngnii 
in life. 
Tor these tlie 
fact that 


Jesus rose and so made certain Hid 
power to "raise up us also" is very 
previous. Therefore -JVR cannot turn 
too often in our teaching and talking 
together to this glorious doctrine of 
tlio resurrection from the dead. 


HONOBS UEDEEIIED "WOMAN. 
Our second lesson (John ?tx., 11- 


18) should be laid away as a pre- 
cious subject, for frequent recollec- 
tion, because in. it we see Jesus 
granting the honor of His first tip- 
poaring after resurrection to a re- 
deemed'-woman.
